The local salvage headquarters in 
the Lush Building is open every Sat 
urday afternoon; it will NOT be open 
on Wednesdays until further notice, 

We are making a special appeal 
for bottles of*all kinds—labels to be 
left on if possible. Do you know 
that it is now against the law to des 
troy any bottles? Rags—-both wool 
len and cotton are badly needed. The 
cotton rags are used as wipers in 
munition and aeroplane factories, 
Woollen rags are treated and re-wov 
en into'blankets etc, Scrap metal & 
rubber need to be turned in continual 
ly so our factories will have material 
for guns, tanks and bullets, Let your 
piece of scrap take a crack at the 
enemy, 

For the time being we cannot 
handle any more paper, but please 
try to keep it at home, The pulp 
factories in the East have a sufficient 
supply for the present but when that 
supply is used we will be able to 
dispose of the 2200 pounds we have 
on hand and then can start collecting 
more,

Truckers May. Carry. 
Two Besides Driver 


OTTAWA, duly 4 4,—James Stewart, 
eervice administrator for the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, an- 
nounced today that trucks used to 
haul “any products or materials” 
may carry two passengers in the cab 
in addition to the driver, 

The new ruling has been formul- 
ated, Mr, Stewart said in a state- 
ment following a barrage of enquir- 
ies about the exact significance of a 
board order issued in April which 
prohibited operation of trucks for 
transportation of “persong other than 
the driver and any assistant or as- 
sistants” necessary to load or unload 
goods—tfor example, a farmer's wife 
going to town on a shopping trip. 

In“ fact”, Mr, Stewart said, “it is 
expected that whenever shopping can 
be done on trips that are necessary 
for the hauling of produce, grain, etc 
this practice will be followed,” 

Operators of such trucks, however, 
are subject to provincial laws or reg- 
ulatidns affecting transportation of 
passengers by trucks.

CANADA’S NATIONAL 
HOT SPRINGS 


What causes hot sprngs to bubble 


| from the ground? This is a question 
{that has intrigued the layman, One 
explanation ig that the water is mov. 
ing from the place of higher pressure 
The water 
|of some het springs is of surface or- 
igin. It gets into the ground or rocks 
in various ways, circulates over heat 
}ed rock masses at some depth, and 
finally escapes to the surface in the 
form of a hot spring, The water of 
other hot springs is considered by 
geologists to be of magmatic origin, 
That is to say, it is part of the mag 
ma or hot liquid strata beneath the 
earth's crust, and, on reaching the 
surface, encounters the light of day 
for the first time. 

Hot mineral springs occur in three 
of Canada’s national parks — Banff 
and Jasper in Alberta, and Kootenay 
in British Columbia, Naturally such 
an important tourist attraction has 
received considerable attention, and 
as the fame of the curative properties

_|of these hot springs has spread, a 


plan of development for their fullest 
use has been put into effect, 

At Banff, two public bath-houses 
have been constructed; one at Cave 
and Basin Springs situated in Banff 
townsite; and the other at Upper Hot 
Springs about two miles from the 
centre of the two of Banff.

F. The bath | 
house here contains showers, a steam | 
room and plunge open to visitors 
during the summer season only, 
There are several hot springs in this 
group, but only three have been dev 
eloped so far for public use, Miette 
Hot Springs are accessible by a good 
motor road and are only about an 
hour’s drive from the town of Jasper, 

The existance of these hot Springs 
and their medicinal value were well 
known to the Indians long before the 
first whiteman penetrated the great 
mountain barriers in the West, Early 
traders and trappers heard of them 
from the Indians and they too appar 
ently found the waters to have cura- 
tive properties. It was the discovery 
of hot mineral springs at Banff, Al- 
berta, which provided the’ inspiration 
for the establishment of Canada’s 
present national parks system, The 
comparatively small area of ten

COOPERATIVE USE OF ° 
FARM MACHINERY 


With the restricted amount of new 
farm machinery available it is im 
portant that every machine now in 
use be made to last as long as pos- 
sible and do the greatest possible a- 
mount of work, New farm machines 
and extra repair parts reduce the 
amount of steel and other materials 
which might be going into war sup 
plies. By making the old machines 
and -old parts last longer and cover 
;}more land the farm is making a di- 
rect contribution to the war effort, 
says G, N, Denike, Dominion Experi 
mental Station, Swift Current, Sask, 

Machinery ‘surveys conducted by 
the Dominion Experimental Station 
Swift Current, show that some farms 
in Western Canada are over-equipped 
that less that 60 per cent of the use 
ful life of some machines is used up 
before being discarded, 

Individual ownership 1nd operation 
of over-equipped farms is a costly 
business even in normal peace times 
The pooling of farm power and mach 
inery in an effort to reduce the in- 
dividual’s cost of operation; to re- 
;|duce the amount of labour required
